BROKERS. 


The supreme court of Alabama in 
a decision regarding the function of 
real estate brokers, says: 

“A real estate broker, strictly 
speaking, is but a middleman whose 
|office it is to bring the principals to- | 
'gether, with the understanding that | 
are to negotiate with each oth- | 
jcr, and trade upon such terms 
/may be mutually satisfactory. If | 
the employment is merely to procure | 
a purchaser, without specification as |

to the price he is to pay, it is evi- 
j|dent that no compensation can be} 
lrecovered by the broker unless the | 
purchaser is accepted by his prin-| 


But if the broker is to procure a | 
purchaser on specified terms, and | 
does procure one who is able, ready | 
and willing to buy on those terms, | 
he is entitled to the compensation | 
agreed on, although, by reason of his | 
principal's fault or refusal, the sale) 
is in fact never made, The princi- | 
pal,cannot by a capricious refusal to 
accept such a purchaser defeat the 
broker's right to compensation. What | 
amounts to the procurement of a| 
purchaser is a question of fact, and 
it is enough that the efforts of the} 
broker, acting upon the purchaser, | 
are the efficient cause of his offer | 
to purchase. If such purchaser is | 
accepted by his principal, this dis- 
penses with the necessity of show- 
ing that the purchaser was able, 
jready and willing to buy, since ac- 
ceptance is taken as a conclusive ad- 
mission of that fact. Nor is it or- 
dinarily material to the question of 
the broker's right to compensation 
that his vendor-principal did not | 
know that the purchaser whom he} 
had accepted was procured by the | 
broker, | 

“Special circumstances may, how 
ever, impose upon the broker the! 
duty informing his principal that 
a person with whom the latter is ne- 
gotiating is a customer sent by the! 
broker, if such information is ob- 
| viously necessary to enable his  prin- 
cipal to protect himself against de- 
ception, imposition and logs, But 
the duty to make such disclosures 
depends upon the nature and terms 
the agency; i. e., whether the 
|principal is entitled to the skill and 
|judgment of the broker and his 
sonable endeavors to induce his 
| tomer to purchase on the terms 
cifled, and may therefore rely upon 
}their exercise in his behalf. Where, 
however, the broker is merely a mid- 
dleman whose sole undertaking is to 
bring together a would-be seller and 
purchaser, so that they may negoti- 
ate as they choose, no confidence be 
ing reposed in the broker, he need 
not further advise his principal, and 
no question of his good faith can be 
raised for the purpose of defeating 
his right to compensation, On the 
other hand, an agent employed to 
sell ordinarily owes to his principal 
the duty of service, with the exer- 
cise of such skill and industry as 
may be requisite to accomplish the 
object of his employment, and with 
full fidelity to the just interests of 
his employer.”
